Texan Navy.—We have before us, in the Hous- 
ton Telegraph, the annual report of the Secretary of 
the Navy of Texas, from which we extract the fol- 
lowing passages : 

In my last report to your excellency, I represented 
as nearly as possible the nature and extent of the con- 
tract made by Mr. 8S. M. Williams, our naval agent, 
with Mr. Frederick Dawson, for the construction of 
vessels contemplated by the act of Congress “for aug- 
menting the navy, and making an appropriation there- 
for,” approved November 4th, 1837. The contract 
was then but partly complied with, but since that time 
Mr. Dawson has delivered the brig and sloop of war 
then due; and every thing else appertaining to this 
contract has been complied with in the most generous 
and liberal manner. The brig and sloop of war, like 
all the other vessels, have been constructed on a much 
more commodious scale than the contract required, and 
have been furnished in a more suitable manner than 
that for which the contractors were obligated. The 
brig, which was the last vessel received on the con- 
tract, was delivered at Galveston with the naval equip- 
ment3,belonging to her, and the other vessels on the 
25th Xpril, 1840—the ship on the 5th of January 
previous. I take pleasure in referring you to the Te- 

ort of Capt. J. G. Tod, late naval agent to the United 
states. In consequence of his not being able to close 
a contract with Mr. H. H. Williams of Baltimore for 
our supplies on such terms as he deemed the public 
interest required, or was anticipated by me in my last 
annual report—he purchased oily to the extent of the 
means placed at his control. I am very much grati- 
fied that he did so, for not anticipating the limited 
views of last Congress, an agreement might hav> been 
entered into quite foreign to the interest of the coun- 
try, or tenor of the laws regulating the navy. My 
chief object in directing Capt. Tod to contract with 
Mr. Williams, was to avoid as many chances of the 
misuse of public funds as possible. Through the ex- 


ertions of Capt. Tod, and faithful services of Mr.° 


Williams, Iam, however, now enabled to report to 
your Excellency the entire settlement of the whole 
transaction. The Second Auditor, appointed by law 
to settle the accounts of the navy, recently had an 
investigation, and I believe satistactoryse ttlement, of 
Capt. Pod’s accounts. 


This officer is entitled to great credit for the manage- 
ment and system always shown in his operations. 
His attention to the complicated duties entrusted to 
him in the United States, as well as his conduct in di- 
rect connection with this department, has always 
been faithful and laborious, and meets my cordial ap- 
probation. 


The conditions of the contract with Mr. Dawson, 
so far as concerns the delivery of the ship, only ren- 
dered it necessary fer him to have her safely moored 
off the bar at the east pass of Galveston bay. This 
condition was stipulated for by Mr. Dawson, under 
the belief that the vessel would not be able, in conse- 
quence of her draught, to enter the bay. This wasa 
general belief, but it has since been ascertained that 
the ship can at all times pass and re-pass the bar with 
her full armament and entire draught of water. 

For your Excellency’s better information, and that 
ef the honorable Congress, I shall submit for consid- 
eration, with my report, the contract between Mr. 
Frederick Dawson and Mr. Sam’l M. Williams, as 
being more full and explicit, than any exposition I 
might be able to make-of the subject. This document 
formed a part of my last annual report to your Excel- 
lency; nevertheless, I think it my duty to lay it again 
before your consideration, that the entire amount of 
the national expenditure for the procurement of our 
naval force may-net-be lost sight of, that every feature 
of its true situation may be familiar to Congress, 
which legislated it into existence. I shall say nothing 
further on this subject, except that the five hundred 
and sixty thousand dollar bonds, hypothecated fo: 
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twelve months in pledge for the punctual payment of 
the two hundred and eighty thousand dollar bonds, 
the amount to be paid for the vessels, has been forfeit- 
ed according to the conditions of the contract, ahd that 
Mr. Dawson now holds them as liabilities against this 
Government, redeemable in five years, in gold, silver, 
or its equivalent, interest and principal payable in 
London. The five hundred and sixty thousand dollar 
bonds were forfeited on the Ist day of Dee. 1839, and 
Mr. Dawson has already sent on an agent to demand 
the interest and difference of exchange between the 
United States and London, amounting to near,seven- 
ty thousand dollars. 
I have never been informed of the exact nature of 
the bonds which were to be issued by the loan com- 
missioners, except from the contract itself, from which 
I infer that Mr. Dawson was to have the privilege? of 
liquidating his bonds by selecting the public landg at 
the Government price. The sterling bonds which 
Mr. Dawson agreed to take in lieu of the five hundned 
and sixty thousand dollar bonds, provided they were 
forfeited, have not been issued to him; and I presume 
froin the fact of his not having urged an exchange, 
that he prefers the liabilities which he has in his pé@s- 
session. . ? 7 7 , ° 
The reorganised navy, in its present condition has 
cost this Government near eleven hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars in gold, silver, or its equivalents and 
in mary instances, as for exainple, the five hundred 
and eighty thousand dollar bonds in the hands of Mr. 
Dawson; how much inay be demanded as that equi- 
valent, can only be ascertained by the developments 
of the future, if it is to be paid in our depreefating 
currency. The political affairs of this country wear 
any other aspect than one of peace and security ; our 
young institutions are yet threatened with a foe pow- 
erful under any circumstances and dangeroussin the 
extreme, when leit to choose its time and,asode of 
warfare. When the internal dissensions of Mexico 
shall have been settled among théffiselvcs, let no mis- 
taken judgment conclude that the arrogance and pride 
of an egotistical government like thatof Mexico, will 
suffer us to exercise the rights of freemen over the vast 
extent of fertile soil, which has, in their estimation, 
been but momentarily snatched from them. The nayy, 
which has cost this government so dearly, is the right 
arm of its defence, and whenever it is mutilated and 
destroyed, the strength of our capacities for defensive 
or offensive operations will be shorn, and Texas left a 
prey to her enemies. see 
national defence is fated to misfortune and caprice of 
the most ruinous nature. Congress legislated it into 
existence, and with a liberality which gave hope and 
alinost certainty of an intention to foster it, appropri- 
ated a sufficient amount to make it effective ; another 
legislative body takes the subject into consideration, 
changes its destiny, and deprives it of the power of 
rendering itself useful. ‘The navy has never yet had 
an opportunity of demonstrating its advantages ; and 
so long as Congress pursues towards it a vascillating 
policy, it never will. Sailors are not to be procured 
with the facility of soldiers, nor are competent and 
honorable naval officers to be obtained whenever they 
are needed. So many changes have taken place in 
our navy, that if it had been disbanded as Congress 
requested, unless in case of a “ hostile demonstra- 
tion,” it would have been impossible, on any occa- 
sion, however much the interest or security of the 
country required it, to procure them again.

ar ob OTAHEITE—(CONCLUDED.) 
Chis island, like all the group to which it belongs, is 


of corabline and volcanic formation. but its appearance 


is. perhaps more striking than any other, the moun 
tains being more abrupt and lofty, and constituting a 
larger portion of the whole. The vallies abound in 
the most luxuriant vegetation, furnishing every thine 
required by the inhabitants in the rude state in which 
they here exist. 

Among “those gushing fruits which nature gave 
untilled,” k may enumerate the orange, pine, banana, 
cocoa-nut, but above all the bread fruit. Foreigners 
have introduced the guava which sueceeds But too 
well. Its seeds, taken off by birds, and scattered forth

pletely supplant, if the inhabitants do not rise en masse 
and eradicate the guava by an industrious application 
of the grubbing hoe. This, however, there is no 
probability of their doing, and we must expect to be 
told that the famous bread-fruit no longer grows upon 
the island where early navigators first noticed it. 
| Sweet potatoes and the taro are cultivated to a limited 
extent, and these with pumpkins are the only vege- 
tables I have observed on our tables. Even yams are 
wanting. a trashy article I have never before known 
a tropical soil without. 
A remarkable phenomenon of tides exists in the is- 
land, that I had never known before visiting it. It is 
‘universally high water at the hour of 12, meridian and 
midnight; and low water at the intermediate hours of 
6 A. M. and P. M. How far this extends I know 
not; but of the uniformity of the fact there is no 
doubt,,for with regard to the past the testimony of the 
pilot and the residents corresponds with our own ob- 
servation of the present. Does not this conflict with 
the assumed influence of the moon? A curious cir- 
cumstance, in connection with the rainy season, I 
here learned, which I was previously unacquainted 
with: to wit, its cotemporaneous existence at the 
Society and Sandwich Islands, although the former are 
in south and the latter in north latitude. 
| Itis now forty years since the London Missionary 
Society commenced their philanthropic efforts to 
christianize these islanders. ‘Their success has been 
commensurate with their expectations, but, perhaps, 
not equal to that of the American Mission on the 
Sandwich Islands, where less than half the time has 
been devoted to its accomplishment. There are upon 
Tahiti five Missionary stations, and upon the neigh- 
boring island of Eimeo one: the aggregate number of 
communicants belonging to these is about two thous- 
and, being one-fifth of the entire population. The 
authorities appear to be very much under missionary 
influence ; and I am disposed to think the missionaries 
are much less chary in making the most of it than our 
compatriots on the Sandwich Tslands, for the obvious 
reason that the British Government would be likely 
to sustain them in any measure calculated to aggran- 
dize their power. This is manifested at this time 
pretty plainly, in the circumstance of one of their 
numbers holding the rank of Consul, and exercising 
simultaneously his clerical functions. 
| France has recently assumed towards the islanders 
.a compulsory tone, with regard to the protection of 
the Catholic faith. The Queen, a few years since, 
expelled one or more priests of the Church of Rome, 
and punished some of her subjects who had embraced 
her tenets. The King of the French, through Captain 
La Place, of l’Artemise, has lately guaranteed their 
‘restoration and future security, and has obligated the 
;Queen to grant a lot of land for the erection of a 
chapel in Papiete, and also as many lots in other parts 
of the islands as there may be churches belonging to 
the Protestants. Liberty of conscience is granted to 
her subjects by the same treaty. 

The usual routine on visiting the shore (which we 
seldom did until after dinner,) was, to call on some of 
the foreign residents, and afterwards amuse ourselves 
till sundown by a walk, or ride on horseback. There 
is a road extending nearly or quite around the island,
